FACULTY  WORKSHOP 
BRINGS  NEW  PERSPECTIVES 


Teaching  decency,  instilling  ambi- 
tion, communication  and  human 
relations  are  but  a  few  of  the  areas 
explored  in  a  faculty  workshop  held 
on  November  13  at  Governor  Dummer. 
"On  Being  an  Effective  Faculty  — 
Actions  and  Standards"  was  the 
subject  of  the  program  which  extended 
throughout  the  day  and  featured  a 
panel  of  five  leading  educators,  all 
with  ties  of  one  sort  or  another  to 
Governor  Dummer,  from  the  indepen- 
dent secondary  school  field. 


Represented  on  the  panel  were 
Donald  C.  Dunbar,  Chairman  of  the 
Math  Department  at  Phillips  Exeter; 
John  B.  Ogden,  Jr.,  Headmaster  of 
The  Brookwood  School,  parent  of  two 
GDA  graduates  and  former  English 
Department  Chairman  at  Governor 
Dummer;  Theodore  R.  Sizer, 
Headmaster  of  Phillips  Academy  and 
a  Governor  Dummer  parent;  Patricia 
A.  Wertheimer,  Principal  of  Dana  Hall 
School;  and  Paul  W.  Wright,  Governor 
Dummer  Trustee,  parent  and  former 
Headmaster  of  Groton  School. 


Donald  Dunbar  spoke  on  the  student-teacher  relationship  while  John  Odgen 
(background)  spoke  of  the  individual  institution  and  defining  its  goals. 


The  program  was  developed  and 
moderated  by  Richard  N.  Leavitt, 
Director  of  Studies,  and  the 
participants  included  the  entire  GDA 
faculty.  As  Dick  Leavitt  stated  in  a 
handout  preparatory  to  the  workshop, 


"implicit  in  the  deliberation  (will  be) 
the  context  of  the  independent 
secondary  school,  and  of  Governor 
Dummer  in  particular".  The  morning 
program  began  with  a  presentation  by 
each  panelist.  (cont.  on  pg.

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MACKAY-SMITH  HEADS 
PRINCETONIAN 


BOSTON  PHONATHON  SETS 
OPENING  NIGHT  RECORD:  $9,400 


Anne  C.  Mackay  Smith  '75 

The  Princeton  University 
newspaper,  the  Daily  Princetonian, 
recently  named  Anne  Mackay-Smith 
75  as  its  new  Chairman  for  1979, 
effective  as  of  January.  The  21-year- 
old  junior  from  Ipswich  became  the 
103rd  Chairman  and  the  first  woman 
ever  to  secure  the  top  position  of  the 
newspaper.  The  determination  of  who 
would  head  the  paper  for  this  year 
was  resolved  following  a  marathon 
election  process  lasting  into  the  early 
morning  after  several  deadlocked 
votes. 

"For  the  Chairmanship,  each 
candidate  prepared  a  ten-minute 
speech  followed  by  questions,"  Anne 
explained.  "We  gave  our  reasons  for 
running,  and  the  staff  voted  on  that 
basis." 

As  head  of  the  "Prince,"  Anne  will 
work  with  a  staff  of  nearly  sixty-two 
writers  and  editors  and  be 
responsible  for  overall  managerial 
and  editorial  decisions  of  the 
independent  daily. 

While  at  Governor  Dummer,  Anne 
was  a  member  of  the  Discipline 
Committee,  served  as  President  of 
the  Drama  Club,  edited  the  front  page 
of  the  Governor  and  was  the  recipient 
of  three  commencement  prizes. 
Following  graduation,  she  attended 
Queens  School  in  Chester,  England, 
for  a  year  through  the  English 
Speaking  Union  program  before 
entering  Princeton. 


During  the  last  few  years,  it  has 
become  somewhat  of  a  tradition  at 
Brewer  &  Lord  Insurance  Company  in 
Boston  to  schedule  two  or  three 
nights  each  fall  when  GDA  alumni 
and  parents  descend  upon  the 
phones  to  call  leadership  donors, 
kicking  off  the  Annual  Fund. 


On  December  4th  and  5th,  once 
again  Bill  Plumer  and  Joe  Cook  of  the 
Class  of  '53  made  available  their 
facilities  at  40  Broad  Street,  where  34 
volunteers  called  over  two  nights, 
successfully  launching  the  1978-79

JOE  WELCH  '47  WINS  SECOND 
ANNUAL  ALUMNI  AWARD 


At  the  Boston  Reception  held  on 
December  6,  the  Alumni  Association 
Executive  Committee  named  Josiah 
H.  Welch  '47  as  the  second  annual 
recipient  of  the  Alumnus  of  the  Year 
Award. 

The  presentation  was  made  before 
a  gathering  of  about  100  alumni, 
parents,  friends  and  faculty  at  the 
Downtown  Club  atop  the  State  Street 
Bank  Building.  Headmaster  Jack 
Ragle  welcomed  the  guests  and 
concluded  his  remarks  with  words  of 
tribute  for  Mr.  Welch  before 
presenting  him  an  inscribed  silver 
bowl.  A  permanent  trophy  has  also 
been  contributed  by  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Alumni  Association, 
and  to  this  Joe's  name  will  be  added 
along  with  that  of  last  year's  winner, 
1978-79  Annual  Fund  Chairman 
Putnam  P.  Flint  '37. 

"We  have  so  many  alumni  who 
have  helped  throughout  the  years," 
said  Alumni  Association  Chairman 
Joe  Cook  '53,  "that  it's  difficult  to 
pick  the  single  most  important 
alumnus  in  any  given  year.  Perhaps 
this  award  can  be  some  kind  of  step 
in  the  right  direction."

EAMES  SCHOLARSHIP 

ENHANCED  BY 

E.  E.  FORD  GRANT 


One  important  goal  of  the 
Academy's  current  capital  campaign, 
"Milestones. . .  1977-1980,"  is  the 
establishment  of  endowment  funds  in 
honor  of  the  renowned  former  faculty 
known  as  the  Old  Guard.  The  first 
such  endowed  fund  is  now  nearing 
fruition,  thanks  to  the  renewed 
impetus  given  this  effort  by  a  grant 
from  the  Edward  E.  Ford  Foundation 
of  Princeton,  New  Jersey. 

Last  June,  The  E.  E.  Ford 
Foundation  offered  a  grant  of  $25,000 
for  the  Edward  W.  Eames  Scholarship 
Fund,  contingent  upon  the  Academy's 
raising  funds  to  match  the  gift  on  the 
basis  of  two  dollars  for  every  dollar 
from  the  Foundation  by  July  31,  1979. 
On  December  31,  1978,  the  matching 
stipulation  was  completed  by  the 
efforts  of  alumni,  parents,  and  friends 
through  the  Milestones  Campaign. 
The  resultant  total  of  $75,000,  together 
with  the  amount  previously  given  in 
memory  of  Ted  Eames,  brings  the 
Eames  Scholarship  Fund  very  close 
to  the  $100,000  figure  required  for  a 
full  endowment  fund. 

Mr.  Eames  was  headmaster  at 
Governor  Dummer  from  1930  until  his 
retirement  in  1959.  It  was  under  his 
leadership  that  GDA  developed  the 
educational  program  which  brought 
the  Academy  new  recognition  and 
appreciation  as  an  independent 
school  of  excellence. 

At  his  dealth  in  1975,  a  memorial 
fund  was  established  to  benefit  those 
students  who  sincerely  desired  a 
Governor  Dummer  education  but  who 
were  handicapped  by  lack  of  financial 
ability.  Mr.  Eames  had  long  been 
known  for  his  compassion  for  the 
dilemma  of  these  students  and 
looked  forward  to  the  day  when  the 
school  could  provide  significant 
assistance  to  these  students  who  are 
well  qualified  to  attend  GDA  and 
whose  presence  on  the  campus 
enhances  the  quality  of  the  school  for 
the  entire  student  body. 

The  Eames  Scholarship  Fund, 
along  with  others  to  be  funded  by  the 
Milestones  Campaign,  will  hasten 
that  day. 
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ACTING  UP 


On  November  17,  Governor  Dummer 
Drama  opened  the  year  with  its  first 
performance,  Ten  Little  Indians,  by 
Agatha  Christie. 

Ten  Little  Indians,  in  the  best  of 
Agatha  Christie  tradition,  is  a  mystery 
involving  ten  people  on  an  island  off 
the  English  coast  for  a  week-end.  As 
the  story  progresses,  we  learn  that 
each  person  has  been  accused  of 
murder,  but  so  indirectly  that  they  are 
safe  from  the  law.  However,  one  by 
one,  they  themselves,  are  being 
murdered  by  a  homicidal  lunatic  bent 
on  revenge,  until  the  dramatic  climax 
when  the  true  murderer  is  revealed, 
and  justice  is  done. 

One  cannot  have  a  good  play 
without  a  good  cast.  The  GDA  cast 
consisted  of  such  talent  as  Dean 
Harrison,  who  played  an  authoritative 
judge,  Will  Palidino,  who  played  the 
dashing  and  debonair  Captain 
Lombard,  and  Sue  Hildreth,  a 
flirtatious  young  secretary. 

There  were  others  such  as  Steve 
Judson,  who  epitomized  the  uncouth 
detective,  Chris  Kangis,  a  successful 
nerve  specialist,  Heather  Davis  who 
played  a  religiously  fanatical  spinster, 
and  John  Wise,  a  kindly  old  general. 

There  was  Todd  Berkson,  who 
played  a  spoiled  rich  kid,  Jim  Miller 
who  exemplified  the  proper  English 
Butler,  Jenny  Graf,  his  nagging  wife, 
and  last  but  not  least,  Raymond 
O'Keefe,  who  played  the  boatman. 

Yet  even  a  cast  with  as  much  depth 
and  talent  as  this  one  could  hardly 
have  managed  the  production  without 
the  help  of  the  Technical  Staff  and 
the  Directors. 

The  Director  for  Ten  Little  Indians, 
Ms.  Craig,  put  in  long  hours  of  work, 
patiently  coaching  the  cast  through 
endless  rehearsals,  and  making  sure 
that  everything  was  all  in  readiness 
for  the  opening  night. 

Mr.  Smith,  with  the  help  of  Rusty 
Evans,  Ted  Hall  and  the  rest  of 
the  "techies,"  was  responsible  for  the 
flawless  set  and  special  effects. 
Without  their  dedication  the  play 
would  not  have  reached  the  degree  of 
excellence  it  did. 

This  winter  the  Drama  Club  will  be 
putting  on  Cole  Porter's  Kiss  Me 
Kate,  and  we  would  all  look  forward 
to  seeing  the  Drama  Club  continue 
the  year  successfully.

one-night  response  from  alumni  and 
parents  with  a  total  of  $9,400  pledged 
in  specific  gifts.  "This  is  just  another 
sign  of  the  increasing  goodwill  and 
support  that  our  alumni  and  parents 
have  shown  over  the  past  few  years," 
remarked  Annual  Fund  Chairman'Put 
Flint  '37.  "We're  lucky  to  have  such 
support  from  all  quarters,  including 
the  loyal  group  that  has  consis- 
tently phoned  for  us  each  year." 

In  addition  to  the  two  nights  of 
calls  in  Boston,  alumni  and  parents 
gathered  a  week  later  on  December 
11  at  the  brokerage  firm  of  E.  F. 
Hutton  in  Salem,  generously  provided 
by  Don  Connelly  '63.  $3,400  was 
raised  in  specific  pledges;  and  the 
total  raised  by  the  three  nights  of 
phoning  will  undoubtedly  be  much 
higher  than  the  amounts  indicated,  as 
many  alumni  pledged  their  support  of 
the  program  without  specifying  exact 
figures. 

Of  the  43  volunteers  who 
participated  over  the  three  days, 
Parents  Co-Chairmen  Bill  Brine  P'80 
and  Dave  Jenkins  P'78  were  able  to 
enlist  the  help  of  ten  local  parents. 
This  volunteer  support  from  parents 
represents  our  most  enthusiastic 
response  to  date,  and  to  all  callers 
and  donors  the  Academy  extends  its 
thanks. 


FACULTY  WORKSHOP 

(continued) 

Paul  Wright  began  the  session  with 
a  discussion  entitled  "Faculty 
Presentation  of  the  Self,"  which 
touched  upon  the  importance  of  the 
teacher  as  role  model.  Don  Dunbar 
addressed  the  relative  importance  of 
instruction  and  of  dormitory  life  in 
establishing  the  student-teacher 
relationship.  "Students  spend  no 
more  than  25  hours  a  week  in  the 
classroom,"  he  pointed  out,  "and  it's 
in  the  dorm  that  you  really  get  to 
know  them."  His  emphasis  on  the 
double  role  —  that  of  houseparent 
and  classroom  instructor  — 
crystalized  into  a  boarding  school 
truism:  "a  school  where  the  classes 
are  no  good  can  survive;  a  school 
where  the  dormitories  are  no  good  is 
in  trouble." 

"Trish"  Wertheimer  also  dealt  with 
the  role  of  the  teacher  as  a  person  in 
her  talk,  "Knowing  One's  Students  as 
People".  The  right  blend  of 
professional  and  personal  interaction 
with  students  was  an  important 
element  of  her  discussion.  As  she 
said,  "The  whole-person  relationship 
does  not  mean  that  we  can  vent  our 
feelings  all  over  the  place. . .  .we  also 
need  to  be  clear  about  what  our  own 
needs  are  and  how  they  are  being 
satisfied  —  by  the  relationships  with 
colleagues  or  with  the  kids." 


"Concern  for  Values  in  Students" 
was  introduced  by  Ted  Sizer.  The 
topic  echoed  many  of  the  points 
already  raised  concerning  the 
independent  boarding  school  teacher 
and  his  or  her  role.  "Boarding  schools 
are  intentional  communities",  he 
stated,". ...  We  can  establish  a  value 
system  and  live  values  in  this  kind  of 
community  that  are  out  of  style 
elsewhere." 

John  Ogden  completed  the 
presentations  by  discussing  the 
notion  of  the  independent  school  and 
the  importance  of  defining  goals  for 
the  individual  institution.  By  outlining 
in  detail  the  educational  process  and 
intentions  that  define  Brookwood,  Mr. 
Ogden  emphasized  the  strengths  of 
his  institution  and  how  a  school's 
strong  points  must  serve  as  a 
"benchmark"  for  the  evaluation  of 
any  institution.  "The  advantage  of  the 
independent  school  is  the  freedom  to 
exercise  power,"  Ogden  said,  "and 
the  first  of  our  freedoms  at 
Brookwood  is  to  be  small  and 
personal." 

A  question  and  answer  period 
followed  the  presentation  by  the 
panelists.  After  lunch  the  faculty 
divided  into  groups  of  nine  to  ten, 
each  of  which  met  with  one  of  the 
morning's  panelists.  For  an  hour  and 
a  half,  topics  of  the  morning  were 
discussed  and  expanded  upon  by 
faculty  and  panelists;  the  program 
ended  at  2:45  with  an  administrative_ 
review  of  the  entire  day.

Pre-season  chatter  does  not 
vary  much  from  season  to  season  and 
regardless  of  who  is  playing,  the  local 
sports  oracles  always  claim  to  have  a 
line  on  the  team  to  beat.  Among  the 
football  teams  pegged  by  the  Herald 
to  win,  place  or  show  in  78-79  was 
the  GDA  eleven  who,  after  some 
disappointing  years,  began  to  turn  a 
few  heads  early  in  the  season. 

In  the  dust  of  last  year's  38-6  rout 
by  St.  Sebastian's,  people  seemed  to 
forget  that  GDA  had  some  scoring 
power  in  Andy  Linn  79,  Derek  Spears 
79  and  Tony  Thomas  '80.  This  soon 
became  clear  in  the  season  opener, 
however,  with  a  14-7  win  over  St. 
Sebastian's  aided  by  a  Tony  Thomas 
kick-off  return  which  resulted  in  a 
touchdown. 

For  the  first  home  game  of  the 
year,  GDA  hosted  Buckingham,  Brown 
&  Nichols  in  good  weather.  The 
running  game  again  came  alive  and 
by  the  half  the  Governors  had  a  24-0 
lead.  B,  B  &  N  put  12  points  on  the 
board  in  the  second  half  and  the 
game  closed  with  win  number  2: 
30-12. 

Since  joining  our  schedule  a  few 
years  ago,  Thayer  Academy  has 
always  provided  some  of  the  best 
football  in  the  league  and  many  felt 
this  team  would  be  the  measure  of 
the  GDA  squad.  In  pouring  rain,  both 
teams  battled  the  mud  and  each 
other  with  no  points  scored  by  either 
side  despite  3  consecutive  attempts 
for  a  touchdown  by  Thayer  from 
within  the  15  yard  line.  The  defense 
held,  however,  and  the  game  ended 
deadlocked,  0-0. 

Against  Brooks,  the  GDA  offense 
showed  more  of  its  potential  after  the 
scoreless  game  with  Thayer,  and  a 
strong  passing  attack  led  by  Troy 
Dagres  79  gave  the  Governors  a  45-12 
win.  The  following  week,  a  hard- 
fought  22-8  victory  over  Groton  on 
Parents  Day  contributed  more 
confidence  to  the  team  and  set  the 
stage  for  yet  another  tough 
contender,  St.  Mark's. 

With  an  undefeated  record  thus  far 
intact,  GDA  traveled  to  Southboro  for 
its  sixth  game  and  one  that  few  will 
ever  forget.  Against  a  hard-hitting  St. 
Mark's  team,  the  Governors 
encountered  their  toughest  challenge

of  the  season  with  a  deficit  score  of 
14-8  at  half  time.  In  the  second  30 
minutes,  GDA  responded  with  6 
points  for  a  14-14  tie  and  then  moved 
ahead  in  the  waning  minutes  20-14  in 
a  game  which  was  not  to  end  so 
simply.  In  a  courageous  drive,  SMS 
drove  to  the  Governor  Dummer  15 
yard  line  where  the  defenders  held  for 
two  downs  before  a  single  pass  put  a 
GDA  win  out  of  reach  with  a  20-20 
score.  In  near  darkness,  four  seconds 
remained  on  the  clock  when  the 
point-after  kick  hit  an  upright, 
ricocheting  through  in  a  heart- 
breaking loss  ending  all  hopes  for  an 
undefeated  season. 

The  prospect  of  playing  year-end 
rival  Belmont  Hill  was  helpful, 
however,  in  recovering  from  such  a 
disappointing  loss  and  by  game  time 
on  November  11,  Coach  Ed  Rybycki's 
team  was  ready.  At  the  half,  GDA 
trailed  14-8  but  a  second  loss  was  not 
to  be  endured.  Sixteen  points  were 
added  to  the  Governor's  score  in  the 
last  two  periods  as  the  offense, 
ignited  by  Derek  Spears  and  Troy 
Dagres,  showed  some  muscle  once 
again. 

In  the  wake  of  the  best  season 
since  1968,  some  league  honors  were 
bestowed  upon  members  of  the  team. 
Recipients  included  Andy  Linn  79,  1st 
Team  All  League  Running  Back; 


Marty  Stephan  '80,  1st  Team  All 
League  End;  and  Tony  Thomas  '80, 
1st  Team  All  League  Defensive  Back. 
Second  Team  honors  went  to  Troy 
Dagres  79,  quarterback,  and  Derek 
Spear  79,  defensive  line.  Honorable

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The  completion  of  the  new  Elm  Street  entrance  to  campus  brought  an  end  to  one  pedestrian 
hazard  while  temporarily  causing  another  where  the  new  road  divides  the  campus. 

The  answer  to  the  problem  will  be  a  lighted  footbridge  extending  from  Ingham  and  Eames  Dor- 
mitories to  the  embankment  at  Parsons  Schoolhouse.  The  span  over  the  road  itself  will  be  sixty  feet 
and  supported  by  precast  reinforced  concrete  "TV  connected  to  footings  at  either  end.  When  the 
bridge  is  finished,  it  will  feature  attractive  lamps  and  wooden  railings,  yet  its  most  appealing  at- 
tribute will  be  the  safety  it  will  afford  the  students  and  faculty.
